The  Department  of  Clinical  Prosthetic  Dentistry 
will  be  open  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday 
mornings  and  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday 
afternoons. 

The  College  Office  v/ill  be  open  from  9 a.m.  till 
5;  Saturdays  from  9 till  12.30. 

All  Faculty  Notices  to  students  will  be  posted 
on  Notice  Board  in  Entrance  Hall,  Ground  Floor, 
and  this  will  be  considered  sufficient  notice  to 
all  parties  concerned.

School  Day. 

The  School  Day  shall  be  from  8.30  a.m.  till 
12  noon  and  from  1 p.m.  till  5 p.m.,  except  on 
Saturdays,  when  there  shall  be  no  afternoon 
session. 

Lectures. 

Students  are  to  be  seated  in  the  Lecture  Room 
promptly  at  the  hour  named  for  the  Lecture  to 
commence. 

Students’  Note  Books. 

Uniform  size  and  style  of  Loose  Leaf  Note 
Book  has  been  adopted  by  the  R.C.D.S.,  and  its 
use  is  required  by  every  student.  These  books 
may  be  secured  at  the  College  Office.  The  actual 
cost  of  manufacture  will  be  charged  to  the 
Student’s  Deposit  Account. 

Laboratories. 

A laboratory  session,  unless  a lecture  inter- 
venes, shall  be  2^  hours,  and  will  be  conducted 
with  closed  doors  and  under  the  same  general 
rules  as  a lecture.  Record 'of  the  attendance  will 
be  kept.  No  student  may  leave  the  Laboratory 
without  permission  of  the  Instructor  in  charge. 

Lecture  and  Laboratory  Notices. 

Notice  of  the  hours  of  Lectures  and  of  Labora- 
tory sessions  will  be  posted  on  the  time  table 
Notice  Boards,  and  students  are  expected  to 
keep  themselves  posted  on  any  changes  or  new 
notices.  A COLORED  card  indicates  a change. 

Curriculum. 

The  Curriculum  of  the  Royal  College  of  Dental 
Surgeons  requires  that  students  attend  four  full 
Courses  of  Lectures  in  the  School  of  Dentistry, 
except  in  the  case  of  graduates  or  students  given 
advanced  standing  from  other  dental  schools. 

The  work  has  been  divided  as  follows  for  the 
Session  of  1917-18.

Freshman  Year.

Laboratory  — Dental  Anatomy,  Histology, 
Prosthetic  Dentistry. 

Sophomore  Year. 

Lectures — Organic  and  Physiological  Chemis- 
try, Anatomy,  Physiology,  Materia  Medica  and 
Pharmacology,  Elementary  Bacteriology,  Oper- 
ative Dentistry,  Prosthetic  Dentistry,  Crown 
and  Bridge. 

Laboratory — Anatomy,  Practical  Pharmacol- 
ogy, Chemistry,  Operative  Dentistry,  Prosthetic 
Dentistry,  Crown  and  Bridge,  Extraction. 

Junior  Year. 

Lectures — Bacteriology  and  Pathology,  Ma- 
teria Medica  and  Pharmacology,  Anesthetics, 
Operative  Dentistry,  Orthodontia,  Prosthetic 
Dentistry,  Metallurgy,  Crown  and  Bridge,  Ex- 
traction, Dental  Economics,  Physics. 

Laboratory — Bacteriology  and  Pathology,  Prac- 
tical Pharmacology,  Metallurgy,  Operative  Den- 
tistry, Prosthetic  Dentistry,  Crown  and  Bridge, 
Orthodontia,  Infirmary,  Exodontia. 

Senior  Year. 

Lectures — Medicine  and  Surgery,  History  of 
Dentistry,  Ethics,  Dental  Jurisprudence,  Electro- 
Therapeutics,  Dental  Pathology,  Orthodontia, 
Operative  Dentistry,  Prosthetic  Dentistry,  Pre- 
ventive Dentistry,  Crown  and  Bridge,  Dental 
Economics. 

Laboratory- — Infirmary,  Pathology  and  Oper- 
ative Dentistry  (Tests),  Prosthetic  Dentistry, 
Crown  and  Bridge,  Orthodontia,  Extraction, 
Minor  Surgery,  Medicine  and  Surgery  (General 
Hospital). 

The  above  arrangement  in  any  year  is  subject 
to  such  change  as  may  be  found  necessary. 

Practical  Work  Required. 

Freshmen  and  Sophomore  Years. 

The  Technic  work  for  these  years  will  be  spe- 
cified by  the  Professors  and  Demonstrators  in 
each  Department,  and  must  all  be  done  under 
their  supervision  in  the  Laboratories. 


Junior  Year. 


Each  student  in  the  Junior  Year  shall  perform 
for  patients  in  the  Infirmary  such  operations  as 
shall  be  specified  by  the  Professors  in  the  De- 
partments. No  credit  shall  be  given  a student 
for  any  part  of  this  work  which  has  not  been 
seen  and  passed  by  a Professor  or  Clinician  be- 
fore the  patient  is  dismissed. 

Each  student  shall  do  such  Orothodontia  Tech- 
nic, Operative  Technic,  Prosthetic  Technic, 
Bridge  and  Porcelain  work,  and  such  practical 
work  in  Bacteriology,  Chemistry,  and  Metallurgy 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  Demonstrators  in  these 
subjects. 


Senior  Year. 

Each  student  in  his  Senior  year  shall  perform 
for  patients  in  the  Infirmary  such  operations  as 
may  be  specified  by  the  Professors  in  the 
Departments. 

Senior  students  shall  do  such  technic  and 
practical  work  in  all  the  Departments  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Professors  and  Demonstrators  in 
these  Departments.  In  each  department  the 
Demonstrator  shall  conduct  an  examination  in 
practical  work  and  report  to  the  head  of  the 
Department. 

General  for  All  Years. 

Any  student  in  any  year  may  be  required  to 
do  further  technic  or  laboratory  work  if  the 
head  of  a department  thinks  it  necessary. 

One  hundred  per  cent,  of  practical  work  must 
be  completed,  but  those  students  who  have 
satisfactorily  completed  80  per  cent,  of  the  prac- 
tical work  in  any  department  shall  be  allowed 
to  write  on  the  paper  in  the  department  at  the 
annual  examination. 

Those  students  who  have  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted less  than  80  per  cent,  of  the  practical 
work  in  any  department  in  any  year,  may  be 
permitted  by  the  Faculty  Council  to  write  on 
the  paper  in  the  department.  If  not  so.  permit- 
ted the  Faculty  Council  shall  report  to  the  Board 
on  the  student.  He  shall  be  required  to  take 
over  the  whole  practical  course  and  lectures  in 
that  department  unless  excused  by  the  Board. 


All  practical  work,  in  all  the  years,  must  be 
performed  in  the  Infirmary  or  Laboratories  of 
the  College,  under  the  general  direction  of  the 
heads  of  departments,  and  within  the  time  and 
in  the  place  specified  by  them,  and  must  be 
handed  in  for  examination  by  the  time  specified 
by  the  Head  of  the  Department,  and  by  him 
promptly  examined  and  the  credit  given  reported 
to  the  Suxoerintendent.  All  work,  whether  com- 
plete or  incomplete,  must  be  handed  in  at  the 
appointed  time,  but  if  incomplete,  may  be  subse- 
quently returned  for  completion.  All  Professors 
are  directed  to  report  to  the  Superintendent  im- 
mediately before  the  annual  examinations  com- 
mence the  names  of  all  students  who  have  not 
completed  Technic  work,  with  particulars  of  the 
deficiency. 

When  students  are  late  in  registering  and 
when  they  absent  themselves  from  the  labora- 
tory they  shall,  when  present,  go  on  with  the 
work  then  before  the  class,  and  shall,  at  their 
own  expense,  take  such  special  instruction  on 
the  work  missed  as  the  Professor  may  direct  and 
arrange  for. 

Junior  Students  in  Infirmary. 

Students  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  the  In- 
firmary on  the  recommendation,  after  oral  exam- 
ination by  them,  of  the  Professors  and  Clinicians 
in  Prosthetic  Dentistry,  Operative  Dentistry, 
Crown  and  Bridge  Work,  Dental  Economics,  and 
Orthodontia,  as  follows: 

(a)  Any  Junior  Student  who  has  satisfactorily 
completed  80  per  cent,  of  the  required  practical 
work  up  to  date  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  the 
Infirmary. 

(b)  Any  Junior  Student  who  has  satisfactor- 
ily completed  between  80  per  cent,  and  60  per 
cent,  of  the  required  practical  work  may  be 
permitted  to  enter  the  Infirmary. 


(c)  Any  Junior  Student  who  has  not  satisfac- 
torily completed  60  per  cent,  of  the  required 
practical  work  up  to  date  shall  not  be  permit- 
ted to  enter  the  Infirmary. 


Terms  Work  and  Examinations. 

In  a subject  where  term  work  is  an  integral 
part  a student  must  obtain  at  least  50  per  cent, 
in  each  of  term  work  and  paper,  and  will  not 
be  permitted  to  write  upon  paper  without  recom- 
mendation of  Faculty  Council. 

Important  Notice. 

The  Board  has,  by  resolution  unanimously 
adopted,  absolutely  prohibited  smoking  by  stu- 
dents in  any  part  of  the  College  building.  This 
action  was  taken  in  the  interests  of  the  students, 
as  no  one  who  hopes  to  conduct  a successful 
dental  practice  should  acquire  the  habit  of  smok- 
ing during  office  hours,  and  it  is  confidently 
expected  that  all  students  will  cheerfully  abide 
by  the  regulation. 


Fees. 

All  fees  for  instruction  are  payable  promptly, 
at  the  commencement  of  the  session.

Anatomy — Whole  subject,  including  dissection 
of  two  parts. 

Materia  Medica — the  whole  subject. 

Elementary  Bacteriology,  Physiology  — The 
whole  subject.

Clinical  Prosthetic  Dentistry. 

The  standard  for  pass  for  all  years  and  sub- 
jects and  all  sections  or  parts  of  subjects  shall 
be  50  per  cent  of  possible  marks 

The  examination  in  each  year  shall  be  com- 
plete in  itself,  and  no  credits  will  be  carried 
forward 

The  returns  from  the  examiners  in  the  several 
subjects  in  each  year  will  be  referred  to  the 
Faculty  Council,  which  shall  make  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Board. 

A student  in  any  year,  to  obtain  credit  for  any 
of  the  examination,  must  pass  in  at  least  a 
majority  of  the  papers  of  the  year. 


Supplemental  Examinations. 

A supplemental  examination  for  writing  off 
conditions  will  be  held  immediately  before  the 
opening  of  the  session.  Students  conditioned  in 
any  written  examination,  in  any  year,  must, 
unless  specifically  excused,  remove  these  condi- 
tions before  entering  the  succeeding  year. 

Applications  to  write  at  the  supplemental 
examinations  must  be  made  to  the  Superinten- 
dent, accompanied  by  the  fee,  not  later  than  Sep- 
tember 1st. 

Supplemental  Technic  Course. 

Either  immediately  following  the  completion 
of  the  examinations  in  April  or  before  the  open- 
ing of  the  following  session,  a supplemental 
course  in  technic  will  be  held  to  enable  condi- 
tions in  practical  work  to  be  removed.  This 
course  is  compulsory  on  all  conditioned  students, 
as  conditions  in  practical  work  cannot  be  carried 
into  a higher  year. 

This  course  will  be  conducted  by  a competent 
instructor,  and  will  be  continued  from  day  to 
day  until  all  conditions  are  removed.  The  fee 
to  be  paid  will  be  determined  by  the  Superin- 
tendent at  the  College  and  will  be  fixed  in  the 
case  of  each  student  in  proportion  to  the  time 
required  to  complete  the  course. 

Attendance  at  Lectures,  Clinics  and  Laboratories 

Every  student  is  required  to  attend  at  least  75 
per  cent,  of  the  Lectures  and  Clinics  of  his  year. 

Students  who  are  not  regular  and  prompt  in 
their  attendance  at  the  Infirmary  will  be  re- 
ported by  the  Clinical  Professor  to  the  Faculty 
Council  for  discipline. 

School  Discipline. 

The  following  rules  have  been  adopted  in  the 
interests  of  the  students: 

1.  All  students  shall  be  courteous  to  each  other 
and  respectful  to  the  members  of  the  Faculty. 
No  unseemly  conduct  or  unnecessary  noise  or 
Smoking  or  Spitfting  will  be  permitted  in  or 
about  the  College  building  or  premises. 

2.  Students  will  be  held  responsible  for  any 
wilful  or  careless  injury  to  the  property  of  the 


school,  and  be  required  to  make  good  any  sueh 
injury. 

3.  In  the  Infirmary,  patients  will  be  assigned 
to  students  in  rotation,  precedence  being  given 
in  the  early  part  of  the  Session  to  the  students 
of  the  Senior  Class.  No  patient  shall  be  assigned 
to  any  student  until  he  has  satisfied  the  Chief 
of  the  Infirmary  Staff  that  he  has  provided 
himself  with  the  necessary  instruments  and 
appliances. 

4.  Students  are  required  to  attend  promptly 
to  every  patient  assigned  to  them,  to  be  punctual 
in  their  appointments,  kind  and  courteous  in 
their  manner,  and  to  complete  the  prescribed 
operations  without  unnecessary  delay.  Any  fail- 
ure in  these  respects  will  render  the  student 
liable  to  be  struck  off  the  roll  of  the  Infirmary 
operators. 

5.  No  student  shall,  while  in  attendance  at 
this  school,  engage  in  practice  for  his  own  pecun- 
iary benefit,  either  in  the  Infirmary  or  else- 
where; nor  shall  he  perform  any  dental  opera- 
tions elsewhere  than  in  the  College  or  office  of 
his  preceptor.  Violations  of  this  rule  will  sub- 
ject the  offender  to  immediate  suspension  from 
all  privileges  of  the  school. 

6.  When  clear  evidence  is  obtained  that  a 
student  has  dishonestly  appropriated  any  pro- 
perty belonging  to  the  College,  members  of  the 
staff  or  a fellow  student,  the  Faculty  may,  in  its 
discretion,  suspend  the  offender  from  the  privi- 
leges of  the  school. 

7.  That  no  student  be  permitted  to  hold  any 
office  in  any  student  organization,  nor  take  part 
in  any  inter-collegiate  schedule,  who  carries  more 
than  one  condition,  either  in  his  professional  or 
academic  course,  theoretical  or  practical. 

8.  The  Faculty  Council  is  authorized  to  enforce 
the  foregoing  rules  by  the  imposition  of  fines, 
and  in  cases  of  persistent  violation,  the  student 
may  be  suspended,  and  the  case  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

The  deportment  of  the  student  should  be  such 
as  to  prove  him  a gentleman  by  preference, 
rather  than  by  compulsion.  The  good  name  and 
success  of  the  institution  depends  largely  upon 
the  conduct  and  loyalty  of  its  students. 


To  prevent  mistakes,  students  are  urged  to 
exercise  care  over  their  own  property,  as  well 
as  the  property  of  their  fellow  students.  All 
unclaimed  articles  should  be  left  with  the  clerk. 
Habitual  borrowing  and  lending  is  prohibited. 
Appropriating  property  of  a fellow  student  or 
that  of  the  College  may  lead  to  expulsion. 

Whistling,  loud  talking  or  conduct  unbecom- 
ing a gentleman  will  not  be  countenanced. 

Punctuality  is  enjoined  upon  all  students  in 
keeping  engagements  with  patients  in  the  In- 
firmary, as  well  as  his  attendance  upon  lectures 
and  laboratory  duties. 

Students  are  requested  to  have  their  corre- 
spondence addressed  to  their  rooms  rather  than 
to  the  College. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted  by  the  Board:  That  in  the  future  any 
thing  in  the  nature  of  a “hustle”  or  “initia- 
tion” of  the  members  of  one  class  by  the  meim 
bers  of  another  class,  will  be  considered  as  a 
gross  violation  of  Buie  No.  1 as  published  in  the 
announcement  of  the  College,  and  will  be  pun- 
ished by  fine  or  suspension,  or  both,  as  may  be 
deemed  wise  by  the  Faculty  Council.  In  the 
case  of  a fine  it  shall  form  part  of  the  funds  of 
the  Board.
